The diagram, showing when 
taxes are due and payable, is in 
three parts: 

1. Last year (1972) when cities 
and towns were on calendar-year 
budgets and 12 months’ taxes 
were due on Nov. 1, 1972. 

2. The 18-month transitional 
period when two-thirds or 12 
months’ taxes will be due Nov. 1, 
1973, and one-third or six months’ 
taxes will be due May 1, 1974. 
(Local budgets will be prepared 
for the entire 18-month period.) 

3. The first of the new fiscal 
years, July 1, 1974, to June 30, 
1975, with six months’ taxes due 
on Nov. 1, 1974, and six months’ 
taxes due May 1,1975. This semi¬ 
annual tax payment schedule will 
be in effect thereafter. 

It is important to note that 
taxpayers will pay no money in 
advance nor will they have to pay 
taxes for the 18-month tran¬ 
sitional period in 12 months. 

Reasons for the fiscal year 


The new Massachusetts law 
that will put budgets of the 
Commonwealth’s 351 cities and 
towns on the same fiscal cycle 
used by the Federal and state 
governments provides for an 18 
-month transitional period that is 
perplexing many taxpayers. 

To help clarify the situation the 
Agawam Advertiser offers the 
following explanation and ac¬ 
companying chart: 

The transitional period from 
Jan. 1, 1973, to June 30, 1974 — 
will be utilized to convert the 
fiscal cycles of the city and town 
budgets from the long standing 
calendar year to 12 month 
periods beginning July 1 in one 
year and ending June 30 in the 
following year. The new law also 
stipulates that once the con¬ 
version is completed, taxes will 
be paid in two, semi-annual in¬ 
stallments as opposed to the 
single annual payment of past 
years. 


conversion: 

1. To put cities and towns on the 
same fiscal year basis as Federal 
and State governments. 

2. To enable cities and towns to 
save on borrowing costs through 
semi-annual tax payments. 

3. To improve budgetary 
practice. For example, budgets 
approved in the spring now will 
be ready before the start of the 
fiscal year where previously the 
fiscal year, coinciding with the 
calendar year, was as much as 
four months along before budgets 
were approved. 

4. To allow the budget for one 
school year or for snow removal 
and heating for one season to be 
within one annual budget rather 
than being split between two town 
budgets, as presently is the case.

History of the Washington marker which is located at the corner of 
Main St. and Federal St. and which dedicates Main St. as the George 
Washington Memorial Highway. 

Dedication ceremony was held in 1932 on the two hundredth an¬ 
niversary of the birth of George Washington. 

General Washington came up Main St. the first time on his way to 
take command of troops in Cambridge. The second time was when he 
was President and made the trip as a sort of vacation to get better 
acquainted with people and conditions in New England. He travelled 
by coach, September, 1789, and described in his journal facts about the 
houses, roads and people. Accompanying him were two secretaries, 
Tobias Lear of Portsmouth, N.H. and Major Henry Jackman, a former 
aide-de-camp, also two drivers, one for the coach and one for the- 
baggage wagon, and a mounted groom leading Washington’s favorite 
white horse. They crossed Agawam River on the covered bridge which 
had recently been built. 

In 1932 it was decided to mark the route by a series of permanent 
markers in the towns through which he passed. A suitable stone was 
found in Wyben, which is west of Westfield. The stone was located in 
some woods and because of its weight, which was three and a half ton, 
it was necessary to use a team of horses and a tractor to get it out of 
the woods and load it onto a truck so that it could be brought here. 

A bronze plate was put on the stone with the inscription. A 
procession came up from Connecticut and the people in it were 
dressed to look like the George Washington company. After the cere¬ 
mony the procession went on to dedicate a marker in West Springfield 
and continued to Boston. 

This information about the stone was told by Charles Hull, a 
member of the committee, and written down by his grandson, Nelson 
LaFrancis. 

Credit goes to Richard Curry, president of Agawam Historical Asso¬ 
ciation, and Mrs. Curry for rediscovery of the monument and its in¬ 
scription, which the rest of us seem to have forgotten!

More Smolts Planted

guided them to the club in 
Agawam. Over 10,000 salmon 
smolts were released in the club 
brook which empties into the 
Conn. River. The dam at Turners 
Falls prohibited the stocking of 
the smolt in Vermont. The young 
salmon will enter the river and 
travel down to the ocean. It is 
hoped that within two years large 
salmon will return to the Conn. 
River to attempt to spawn. The 
tributaries of the Conn. River will 
handle the salmon as far as the 
dam at Turners Falls, which does 
not have the facilities to allow the 
fish to travel further north, and 
the Salmon Commission will have 
the start of a salmon fishery in 
the Conn. River.

Congressman's Report 

8-A Program Boosts 
Deprived Businessmen 
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by Congressman 
Silvio O. Conte 

Although this Congress is still 
young, the House Select Com¬ 
mittee on Small Business, on 
which I serve as the ranking 
minority member, has already 
begun its work of looking out for 
the interests of small business in 
this country. 

Early in March, the Small 
Business Administration 
published proposed changes in 
the guidelines for its program to 
aid minorities and other disad¬ 
vantaged people. 

The program in question is 
known as the “8-A Program” and 
is operated by the SBA under a 
mandate from the Congress. 
Under this program, the SBA 
serves as the prime contractor 
for selected federal contracts. 
The SBA then subcontracts the 
work out exclusively to firms 
owned by socially or 
economically disadvantaged 
persons. 

This program has helped 
hundreds of formerly deprived 
people become successful 
businessmen — to get into the 
mainstream of American 
economic life. I have been a 
staunch supporter of the 
program. I and my colleagues on 
the Small Business Committee 
have been urging the SBA not 
only to continue the program, but 
to expand it. 

Over the past two years, SBA 
has responded beautifully. In 
1970, the “8-A Program” was 
operating at a $22 million level. 
Today it is operating at a level of 
over $200 million. 

However, the SBA’s proposed 
new guidelines would have 
severely limited access to “8-A” 
contracts. The SBA wanted to 
make 60 percent ownership by 
disadvantaged persons, rather 
than 51 percent, an absolute 
requirement for participation in 
the program. The SBA also 
wanted to prohibit a person from 
owning an interest in more than 
one “8-A” concern, and to limit 
participation to a maximum of 
three years. 

These proposed rules would 
have limited the ability of the 
disadvantaged to rely on the non- 
disadvantaged for equity capital. 
Instead of encouraging people in 
the private sector to help the lest 
fortunate, they would have 
discouraged such help. 

Last week, my Small Business 
Committee met with the SBA 
Administrator Tom Kleppe, to 
express our concern over the 
proposed limits in this very 
worthwhile program. The very 
next day, Mr. Kleppe informed us 
that he had ordered the recission 
of these changes. 

I am pleased that the Com¬ 
mittee detected these problems 
and reacted promptly to the 
threat. I am equally pleased that 
the SBA responded favorably to 
our protests. 

The Small Business Committee 
will also be active in the areas of 
broadcasting and retail gasoline 
sales in the very near future. As 
we conduct hearings in both of 
these areas, I call on you to take a 
real part. 

Small radio and television 
broadcasters will have their 
opportunity to air their views at 
hearings here in Washington in 
the middle of May. 

The Committee will be looking 
into a multitude of problem areas 
faced by the small businessman 
engaged in broadcasting. In¬ 
cluded will be problems in 



licensing and renewal and con¬ 
forming with FCC rules and 
regulations, to mention just a 
few. 

I would appreciate and 
welcome the comments of our 
First District broadcasters — not 
only on problems they may be 
having with the FCC — but on any 
problems they may encounter in 
operating their businesses and 
providing a service for their 
audiences. 

In the past, the Small Business 
Committee has rallied to the aid 
of the small gasoline retailer. 
When retailers were forced to 
participate in rigged give-away 
games, my committee came to 
their defense.

Recently, we have received a 
growing number of complaints 
from small gas station operators 
who believe they are not being 
treated fairly by their suppliers. 

If all goes as planned, the Small 
Business Committee will begin 
hearings in April on the problem. 
Again, if any readers have 
comments you would like to 
make in this area, I urge you to 
contact my office immediately.

The Knights of Columbus have 
created a corporation funded 
initially with $2.5 million to ex¬ 
pand their social, religious and 
educational programs. 

Supreme Knight John W. 
McDevitt, Chief Executive Of¬ 
ficer of the Catholic Fraternal 
Society, said the charitable 
corporation will disseminate 
Christian truths and principles, 
maintain facilities for the 
physical, intellectual and moral 
development of youth and 
provide scholarships for 
deserving persons. 

The formal name of the cor¬ 
poration will be Knights of 
Columbus Charities, Inc. 

The new charitable trust 
combines several funds which 
had been created by the Knights 
of Columbus in past years to 
promote various causes. 

These include: 

The Pro Deo and Pro Patria 
Scholarship Trust Fund which 
awards almost fifty $1000-a-year 
scholarship grants at Catholic 
colleges in the United States; 

The Educational Trust Fund 
which provides four-year 
scholarships to sons and 
daughters of Knights killed or 
totally and permanently disabled 
in military service or as a result 
of criminal violence in the per¬ 
formance of duties as law- 
enforcement officers or full-time 
firemen; 

The Catholic Advertising Fund 
which promotes the spread of 
Catholic teachings and moral 
principles in print and through 
radio and television; and the 
Italian Welfare Fund which 
provides playground facilities for 
underprivileged youngsters in 
Rome. 

McDevitt said the corporation 
is not authorized to issue capital 
stock nor may any part of its 
earnings of assets be used for the 
benefit of its members, gover¬ 
nors or officers. 

No substantial part of the 
activities of the corporation shall 
involve propaganda or other 
attempts to influence legislation 
nor will the corporation par¬ 
ticipate in any political campaign 
on behalf of any candidate for 
public office, he said.

'Cote Tract’ Pond May Be 
Stocked For Fishing

With more people becoming 
conservation conscious, the 
Agawam Conservation Com¬ 
mission has been receiving more 
and more inquiries as to how land 
may either be donated to the 
Town of Agawam for con¬ 
servation purposes or kept by the 
land owner with a conservation 
restriction attached to it. There 
are ways of doing both plus the 
tax benefits which go along with 
these donations of conservation 
lands. 

The Conservation Commission 
is also in the process of deter¬ 
mining some “wise land use” 
philosophies for each area. The 
area we are presently concerned 
with is the Cote tract off River 
Road. If you are familiar with the 
area you will recall that there is a 
sizeable man-made pond on the 
land. The Commission is in¬ 


terested in stocking the pond, 
primarily for the younger people 
of this community. Tests are 
being taken by state biologists 
which will determine the type 
and number of fish the pond will 
support. At present there are 
some bullheads in the pond and a 
number of small pickerel have 
been found in a stream beside the 
pond. 

On April 14, Boy Scout Troop 
#89, under the guidance of 
Scoutmaster Clark Greenough, is 
going to clear the pond edge of 
some of the small growth. This 
will aneble anyone fishing easy 
access to the pond. The Com¬ 
mission is concerned about any 
litter which might accumulate. 
Certainly any town resident may 
fish the pond, but if cans, bottles, 
paper, etc. begin to accumulate, 
the Commission will seriously 
consider closing the pond to 
fishing.

The best access to the pond is 
from School Street where the 
land is posted for conservation 
purposes. The land is steep in this 
area, but should not cause to 
much difficulty. 

The area will be expanded in 
the future. A local developer is in 
the process of donating about 20 
acres, which abuts this tract, to 
the Commission. It would be nice 
to obtain a remaining 10-15 acres 
along School Street which would 
complete the tract at ap¬ 
proximately 50 acres. 

The Commission certainly 
could use any helping hand to 
make the project a success. If
